Riveasipe, March 23, 1882. 

Dran Times:—Two-thirty o’clock Wed- 
nesday afternoon saw your correspondent 
at the 8. P. R. R. depot bound for River- 
side. A few minutes later aud we were 
rolling across the greensward made bright 
and beautiful by the recent ample storm. 
‘The journey was a most delightful one, 
and the company was excellent, and 
though the train, the Colton Accomoda- 
tion, ran slowly, there was no lack of in- 
terest. Arriving at Colton at 6:30, we 
found no Riverside hack in waiting, but 
being determined to reach that place, a 
party consisting of Messrs. A. T. Dewey, 
of the Pacific Rural Press, O. C. Clark, of 
Sacramento, C. L. Fisher, the boot and 
shoe man of Los Angeles and your humble 
servant, obtained a carriage, and after re- 
galing ourselves at the Trans-Continental, 
Hotel, one of the finest and best appointed 


in Southérn California, of which Mr. 
Thom was the presiding genius, we 
started on what proved to be a most de- 
lightful moonlight drive. Riverside is 
distant seven miles from Colton in a 
southerly direction, and, the road being 
very firm, the ride was short. The road 
skirts along the track of the California 
Southern a portion of the way, the tents 
of the laborers, which were all lighted up 
as we passed, giving it the * of a 
city lost upon the plains. ers of 
the road are now working within a mile 
of Colton.
